SUISUN CITY. 


Suisun City is on a slough at the 
northern extremity of Suisun Bay, the 
terminus of small steamboat navigation. 
It is a village of perhaps eight hundred 
inhabitants, with good brick stores, 
moderate hotels, fair, pleasant  resi- 
dences, a good flouring iill, carriage 
and blacksmith shops, and other accom- 
paniments of asettled town. Trees are 
beginning to be cultivated, yards to 
be ornamented, and the general aspect 


of things is improving. They have one 


tine two-story school building, with a 
school well conducted. As to church 
enterprises, the place had been tried 
some eighteen years by Old Schoo! Pres- 
byterians, Methodists, Baptists, Metho- 
dists South, Disciples, Episcopalians, and 
Cumberland Presbyterians, of whom 
the last two did succeed in putting up 
places of worship. But no sect seemed 
to awaken general interest, or be long 
successful, till at length the péople took 
the subject into their own hands, and 
determined to unite on the scriptural, 
Apostolical plan of an independent 
church of Christ, and thus be what is 
known as a Congregational church. 
They negotiated to occupy the Cum- 
berland house, with the encouragement 
to purchase, and employed Rev. J. W. 
Brier, Jr., to preach for them. Very 
much irterest was awakened, and a 
church organization of some twenty 
members was completed. Tue year of 
Mr. Brier’s labors was one of prosperity, 
and on his leaving the people, Rev. Mr. 
Hitchcock was engaged—a man of abil- 
ity, of fair address, and consistently 
popular in his work. 


Thus a second year of the scriptural 
trial has been made, and the results are 


yet good. We hope much prosperity 


is in store, through coming years and 
generations, for this church, so well be- 
gun, and that their present primitive 
bishop may long remain a blessing to 
the people, and bless himself in his 
work. But if small communities will 
break into different sects by divisions of 
“T of Paul, I of Apollos, and I of Ce- 
phas,” the consequences must be relig- 
ious disaster. Many other places may 
well do as Suisun has done, and unite 
on the exact uuion-church plan exem- 
plified in the practice of the Apostles 


and primitive Christians. 


RIO VISTA. 


To the east of here, twenty-two miles, 
over the gently rolling, low Montezuma 
Hills, where these jut onto the Sacra- 
mento river, is @ most delightfully lo- 
cated town, appropriately called Rio 
Vista; for the view from the place, 
across the river to the east, over the 
green islands and tule flats beyond, and 
the vast level, productive plains, to the 
Sierra mountains, scores of miles away, 
is one of the most pleasant in California. 
Here, from near the beginning, the peo- 
ple have been very harmoniously united 


in one union Congregational church and 


minister. The plan of the Congrega- 


_ tionalists is, as in Apostolic days, that 


the people, in union together, attend to 
their own religious matters, though they 
may be helped by others. So the peo- 
ple here have acted together in church, 
in Sabbath-school, and in all religious 
matters. Yet, gradually the Roman 
Catholic class moved for their own pe- 
culiarities, and now have a moderate 
church, and a female school by the 
nuns. Also, the last year, some of the 
Methodists felt that they, too, must act, 
to be under the control: of a distant 


_ Bishop as to whom they should have'to 


preach to them, and drew off for dis. 
tinct worship. The effort was a trial, 
and is apparently ill-advised, and likely 
to fail. ‘The present pastor and bishop 
of the Union Charch is Rev. George 
Smith, here first called directly from 
the California Theological Seminary. 
He is making a good record among the 
people for true ministerial faithfulness, 


and steady, progressive usefulness, . . 


From, Rio, Vista the ferry takes one 
down the river, across Suisun Bay, 
south, a little up the San J Oaquin river, 
to Antioch, on the west side. «As the

highest point of navigation for the 
largest vessels, and a depot for the best 
coal deposit in the state, and the place 
of business for s prosperous farming re- 
gion, Antioch bids fair to be one of the 
prosperous cities of the coast. Still, to 
the present time, it has advanced only 
as a moderate town of some one thou- 
sand inhabitants. It has a fine, large 
two-story brick public school-house, and 
three church buildings—Congregation- 
al, Roman and Advent. The first has 
been mainly a union church of the peo- 
ple, and has been steadily prosperous un- 
der the circumstances. But in the early 
part of the year past,a Mrs. Clark and 
husband held a lengthy every-day tent 
meeting, and quite a number of good 
people were influenced by her dis- 
courres. They united in a church, put 
up a building, and endeavored to hold 
regular worship, though with no minis- 


ter. These Adventists are Sunday-- 


keeping, but hold to the notion that no 
soul of man is now immortal, but may 
become so by believing in Christ; that 
angels and the souls of men have a 
bodily shape after death ; that God him- 
self has a shape like a man; and that 
angels and the divine Being really eat 
food at meals—at least, many of the 
Adventists assert this of God, because 
man is in his image. Some leading 
ones go further, and tell us that God, in 
human form, dwells in a local mansion, 
and governs the universe through under 
officers, whom he sends out, just as an 
earthly king does, over his earthly king- 
dom ; thus directly arguing that he is 
a finite being. It seems very strange 
that Christian people should be carried 
away by such lowering, false ideas; 
and yet, some are. | 

The Methodists have tried separate 
worship here, in a hall, the last year, 
the same as at Rio Vista ; but the work 
of sustaining a second church is a difii- 
cult one. 

Five miles west, in the foothills, is 
Nortonville, a coal-mining town, large- 
ly settled by Welsh. They bave a good 
place of worship, a _ well - organized 
church, (Congregational) good Sabbath- 
school, fair regular congregations, and 
an active minister—Rev. J. J. Powell— 
who preaches both in Welsh and En- 
glish. The Baptists here have tried 
separate worship—few in numbers, but 
zealous for their peculiarity — with a 
young, self-denying pastor—Rev. Mr. 
Gifford. 

- Four miles further west, over the 
high range, at the foot of Mount Diab. 
lo, is a romantic, pleasant village, called 
Clayton. They have one good place of 
worship, (Congregational) and an ac- 
tive, able minister—Rev. Mr. Meade. 
He has been here nearly two years, and, 
together with his people, has been 
blessed in his labors. At the last com- 
munion, five were added to the church 
—three by letter, and two by profession. 


Six miles more, northwest, is another 
pleasant village, called Pacheco, where, 
over a@ year ago, the people invited Rev. 
Mr. Dexter to come and act as: their 
minister. In connection with his la- 
bors a union Congregational church of 
over thirty members has been gathered, 
and a good work has been done. 


Another five miles, and the plessant- 


est place of the county, and the shire 
town, is reached, called Martinez, on 
the straits of Carquinez. Here a Con- 
gregational church has been organized 
some six years, and is steadily prosper- 
ing. Its excellent pastor, Rev. Mr. Tut- 
hill, has been compelled, by a severe 
cold on his lungs, to seek relief by a 
sea voyage to the Islands, and is anx- 
iously expected back by his loving peo- 
ple. The Episcopalians also have a 
smaller but prospering church and con- 
gregation in tke place. S. V.

Fifth Annual Report of the “ Wo- 
man’s Board of Missions of 
the Pacific.” 


“Thou shalt remember all the way the Lord 
thy God hath led thee,’’ % 


Anniversary days are days of retro- 
spection, in which we carry out this in- 
junction, and’ look back over the way 
in which we have been led, and learn 
lessons of wisdom from our failures or 
mistakes, of gratitude for the success 
which has been accorded us, and inspi- 
ration to quicken our future efforts. We 
recall the trembling and diffidence with 
which we entered upon this work, and 
rejoice in the faith and confidence with 
which we have pursued it these five 
years. ‘“ Faithful is he that hath prom- 
ised.” 

We are often confronted by the ques- 
tion, “To what purpose is this waste? 
Might it not, should it not, have been 
given thus and so?” But is it a‘*waste” 
to carry out the dying wishes of a be- 
loved friend? Is it a ‘‘waste” to send 
on their blessed mission the few conse- 
crated souls, out of all our churches, 
who feel called to this especial work? 
Not so is it regarded by the members 
of this Society, who believe they are in 
this fullowing the Master’s leading hand. 

~ We recognize the goodness of God, 
in that death has not, this year, invaded 
our circlee We have been compelled, 
however, to accept the resignation of 
our esteemed President, Mrs. A. L, 
Stone, who has served us in this capac- 
ity during the five years of our Society. 
For the last two years her attendance 
upon our meetings has been greatly in- 
terrupted by absence from the city, and 
ill health, We must place on record 
the unvarying courteey and Christian 
spirit with which she has discharged the 
duties of this office ; and our hearts re- 
echo the wish expressed in her note of 
resignation, that “the friendships begun 
here may remain unbroken and unim- 
paired.” | | 

MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 

How has it been disseminated, and a 
missionary spirit fostered ? 

First: We make much of the quiet 
hour of reading at home, Among the 
journals of missionary life and effurt we 


»place first the “ Missionary Herald,” 


which has now entered its seventy-fourth 
volume. Our fathers and mothers, in 
the old home, to whom the bright vision 
of the millennial day was ever present, 
read these pages until their hearts glow- 
ed with expectation of the coming glory. 
To them these records were not tame 
and dull, but radiant with the light that 
beams on the “Acts of the Apostles,” 
of which these have been called the 
continuation. Here are tales of heroic 
deeds ; of self-forgetting, patient endur- 
ance’; of wonderful achievements for the 
cross Of Christ. 

And we read the “ Missionary Her- 
ald,” and our bearts burn as we read 
and muse. We find evidence here that 
the foreign mission work does not cramp 
the intellect, or narrow the heart, 
Where, for instance, do we find more 
glowing words, more beauty of descrip- 
tion, a clearer spiritual vision, than in 
letters from missionaries in their*lonely, 
isolated homes in Micronesia, whose 
only communication with the great 


world is the annual visit of the little 


“ Morning Star?”? And where will we 
find more able and instructive essays on 
the great questions that interest the 
Christian heart than -in the opening 
pages of this little monthly ? And those 
long columns of figures at the end— 
these we con up and down, to see how 
the thermometer stands in our old homes 
at the Hast. What tales these unwrit- 
ten histories speak! - 


> The “ Life and Light” has also made 


us its pleasant monthly visite. From 
this we get the different phases of “Wo- 
man’s work for Women,” the lighter 
shades of missionary life, the sunny side 
of missionary efforts, methods of work- 
ing,. etc. It, too, has its columns of 
figures, which tell us the measure of

We have, also, the “ Well-Spring,” 
with its “ Echoes,” illustrated, and well 
adapted for the cbildren.. 

And, to come nearer home, we have 
our own “ Column” in our own Pacirtc. 
This has been the pulsating link be- 
tween our auxiliaries, giving and re- 
ceiving. Here we have the story of the 
formation of a new auxiliary; now a 
letter from abroad, there the outburst of 
a heart long loyal to Christ and his 
cause ; here “ Mrs. Purdy,” or ‘*Thanks- 
giving Ann” — myths, perhaps, but 
bringing to us some living truth. Ines- 
timable to us, for inspiration and quick- 
ening, has this, Our Column, been to us, 
under the direction of her who has so 
long given it so much thought and care, 

Another, and perhaps a more welcome 
mode of acquiring missionary intelli- 
gence, is letters from our own missiona- 
ries, penned by their own hands, and 
warm from their own hearts. Such we 
have been in constant receipt of, from 
our faithful Miss Rappleye and Miss 
Starkweather. It has been the aim to 
send copies of these to each of our 
auxiliaries, unless they have previously 
appeared in the Column. Mrs. Wat- 
kins has been in our midst the past year, 
and from her own lips we have heard 
the story of her life and labors. 

In all our meetings we have welcom- 
ed intelligence from any mission field. 
Representatives from other societies 
have often brought us greetings, and 
intelligence of how the work progresses 
elsewhere. A hand has been extended- 
to us from across the sea, from the 
‘“Woman’s Board of the Pacific Islands,” 
(our elder sister, bearing the same ini- 
tials as our own) and a wish expressed 
that some bond of union might be es- 
tablished between us. This S ciety has 
its center at Honvlulu, once dark with 
heathenism, bat now the point from 
which the true light radiates over the 
sea to the myriad islets that dot the 
Pacific. 

Monthly meetings of our Board have 
been held, as usual, through the year, 
with an average attendance of twenty- 
eight, exclusive of the annual meeting 
in Sacramento. Each of these meetings 
has been a stimulus, and an uplift in our 
work, with its devotional exercises, the 
reading of the Word, and its songs of 
praise, items of missionary intelligence, 
and occasionally the presence of the 
living missionary. 

This report would be incomplete, did 
we fail to record the spirit of Christian 
fellowship which these gatherings have 
fustered, with the quickening of our own 
spiritual life. Ten or twelve churches 


_have, on an average, been represented 


in our meetings the past year, and the 
wist, is often expressed that we could 
more frequently meet our friends from 
the more distant auxiliaries. 


OUR TREASURY. 


We have not looked upon this as one 
of our best years, financially. Money 
for our work has come in slowly, and in 
small sume. The dire necessity of un- 
wonted economy, which has come upon 
many through the depression of business, 
the failure of crops the preceding year, 
with the wants of the poor, “always 
with us,” have told upon our treasury. 
But we have great cause for thankfal- 
ness that, while in August we found 
that nearly half the sum required to 
meet our pledges was lacking, at our 
last meeting our Treasurer reported the 
full cum gathered in. 

Yet, much as we congratulate our- 
selves on this ingathering, it seems small 
to those in the East in our own borders, 
and the far East in other lands, who 
look upon California as the land of gold. 
Tis the Golden Gate, literally, through 
which every one enters or departs from 
this favored state; golden our hills, 


| golden our currency, golden the grain 


on our sunny hillsides and fertile plains ; 
rich the vintage that, year by year, 
purples our land. Why should not all 
our benefactions be commenced and 
carried on in royal style? But the

we were pledged, and which was assign- 
ed us by Dr: Clark, of the American 
Board, was as follows:

Making a total of $2,460. In addition 
to this, our contributions have been 
given toward the erection of the school- 


building for Miss Rappleye’s use, at- 


Broussa. This is in compliance with a 
resolution adopted one year since, in 
Sacramento, after prayerful considera- 
tion that, within three years—dating 
from October, 1876—we would raise 
$5,000 for this school. It required of 
us a strong exercise of faith to make 
this pledge ; and naught but the urgent 
needs of our dear sister, laboring there 
under so many disadvantages, and her 
claims upon us, could have led us to 
undertake so much. A fund is slowly 
accumulating for this purpose, which 
has already reached one-third of the 
amount. A detailed account of the 
present and prospective wants of this 
school, and its expectations from us, 
will be given in a paper especially de- 
voted to this subject. 

The average contribution of the wo- 
mén of our churches, the past year, to 
this work, including the Broosa fand, is 
$1.20 for each, taking the figures in the 
report of the last General Association 
as the basis of calculation. This, we 
have ascertained, is nearly twice the 
average of those connected with the 
Boards at the East. So, while our ag- 
gregate seems small compared witb 
the, what seems to us, surprisingly large 
ingatherings at the East, our average is 
greater. 

Ten cents a month is the sum requir- 
ed by our by-laws to constitute a mem- 
bership of our Board; and the average 
of this year gives us exactly the sum 
required to constitute every female 
member of our churches a member of 
our Board. “He that watereth shall 
be also watered himself.” And as the 
earth that gives forth its dew and moist- 
ure to the clouds above, receives it 
again in fertile showers; so, may we 
not look for this to return in blessings 
upon our own spiritual wastes? Not 
the least of the blessings attending our 
work is the reflex influence upon eur- 
selves and our churches. 

AUXILIABIES. 

The members of the General Associa- 
tion fur ’77 report 72 churches. Many 
of these are very weak, and find it diffi- 
cult to sustain the ordinances of religion 
in their own midst; so that’ it is not a 
matter of surprise that all these charch- 
es do not find it practicable to form 
an auxiliary to our Board. Twenty- 
seven are reported, the names and loca- 
tions of which are given by our Home 
Secretary. In addition to these, com- 
posed of the older ladies in our church- 


es, we have fourteen young ladies’ and | 


children’s societies. - , 

‘he money which these young people 
have gathered has been mostly raised by 
the sale of their own needle-work, com- 
bined with some pleasivg entertain- 
ments — tableaux, music, etc. The 
value of these societies is inestimable 
for the training which is fitting our 
young people for after-usefulness. 

OUR MISSIONS. 

Some detailed account of the present 
status of the work of our missionaries 
will be in place here. :

“YOUR CHILDREN NOT YOURS. 

The first thing you need to remember 
as parents, is, that you have no owner- 
ship in your children. Before you will 


_ ever feel and act toward them as you 


sould, you must have a heartfelt con- 
viction that they are God’s children 
rather than yourown You are not to 
dispose of them as you wish, but as he 
wishes. His desires, not yours are to 
be consulted in their education. You 
are to train them to be, not what you 
would like, but what he would have 
them to be. He has committed them 
do your care for a time, to train, discip- 


_ line, and instruct them, and to fit them 


for such service and mode of life, as he 
shall ordain. This is a vital point— 
the key to the entire problem. No 
anatter how zealous you are; no matter 
dhow earnest, and loving, and conscien- 
‘tious you are; you will never educate 
your children fur God unless you feel 
that they are his, not yours. If you 
eel that they are yours, that you own 
them, you will be most likely to educate 
them for yourselves, and not for him; 
“you will strive to make them excel in 


_ things that are agreeable to you and 


mot agreeable to him; and the result 
will be, that, without realizing it, with- 
out wishing it, you will rob God, by the 
ssubstitution of your own wishes in 
‘their education and development in the 
place of his. He will bedivorced from 
his own, and his own will not know 
him. They will grow up unfitted for 
his service and unconscious of his fa- 
therhood over them. They will never 
know that to be true which the Scrip- 
‘ture teaches—that God is the former 
of their bodies, the father of their spir- 
“its, whose name they should honor, and 
an whose service they should find their 
chief delight. 


Secondly,.such a mistaken conception 
«of your relation to your children will 
dead you into another and a greater er- 
wor—non-submission to God in his prov 
adential dealings with them. 

When death comes, the mother feels 
“that it is her child that has been taken. 
She has not loved it as God’s child, but 
cas her own. She has even made a vir- 
“ue of appropriating it entirely to her- 
welf. She has never admitted to her 
own heart, she has perhaps never 
dreamed, that anyone save herself and 
ats earthly father had any claim to it, 
sany right touching its disposal. She 


_ Shas never looked upon it as in any sense 


“belonging to heaven, save in the indirect 
~way of grace and destiny; and either 
‘resents what appears to her affection a 
«cruel interference, or if she submits, 

<dioes it falteringly, and as one yields to 

a mysterious and unaccountable man- 

diate coming forth from an authority 
she can neither resist nor understand. 

“The result is: rebellion, or a submission 
Yorn of a cruel necessity, and accom- 
qanied by a grief uncontrolled by an 
‘intelligence touching the true relation 

wwhich, from its very birth after the 
tflesh it sustained to God. I fear that 
tthese remarks will come with abrupt- 
eness ard harshly to you who are parents, 

sand whose habits of thought have been 
formed on the basis of natural affection, 
and not of Scripture, which plainly and 
expressly teaches that God is the maker 
of our bodies and the father of our 
ssouls; that parents and children alike 
zare all his offspring, and as such, abso- 


but God’s. That son in whom you 
take such pride, whom you have edu- 


yours. There is a higher claim than 
yours resting upon him; it is the claim 
of his maker and his God. His body, 
his brain, his soul, do not, never did, 
and never can belong to you. He has 
been entrusted to your care; you were 
selected by your connection with his 
birth to be his guardian, his teacher, 
his guide, unti] such time when he shall 
be able to walk alone; but the ultimate 
authority over him, the right to say 
how long you shall continue to hold 
this relation to him, or when it shall 
cease—this never belonged to you. It 
is not, therefore, for you to dispose of 
his life, or say where the locality of it 
shall be. When his real Father desires 
his presence, he will call. When he 
calls, do thou surrender him, and bid 
him go as one who does not belong to 
you. He leaves your house to return to 
his Father’s He dwelt with you, but 
his home was never with you, but with 
God.—|[ Golden Rule.

The N. Y. “Tribune” takes up the 
important subject of juvenile literature 
in the following sensible style : 

We wonder whether parents know 
what an enormous mass of cheap senra- 
tional literature is printed in this city 
for boys, There are large publishing 
concerns which do a thriving business in 
the manufacture of story papers for the 
young ; there are others which make 
fortunes by the issue of & bad class of 
dime novels. The purchasers upon 
whom these people thrive are lads at 
school, and boys émpléyed in shops, of- | 
fices, and trades, The young have a 


| able tmpertinence. 


ravenous appetite for such mental stim- 


ulant, and they Kain hours from work, 
study, or sleep, to pursne the fcrtnnes 
of sume boy adventurer whose free he- 
roic career fills their dreams and fires 
their ambition to drink brandy, run 
away from home with $10 and a pock- 
et full of biscuit. The books and pa- 
pers, as a general rule, are so mischiev- 
eous that no sensible father of a family 
would willingly allow them in his house. 
Yet they are bought in immense num- 
bers, not only by the poor, neglected 
children of the street, but by boys who 
are supposed to be carefully brought up, 
Once in a while we are shocked by 
the disclosure of certain facts which 
scem to indicate an increase of crime 
among young boys. The police discov- 
er some secret lair where lads of a Bo- 
hemian taste play at gipsy and bestow 
the proceeds of a course of petty pilfer- 
ing; or a gang of young thieves is bro- 
ken up, and the rascals prove to be half 
grown children; or a party of shop 
boys rob a till and sail on a voyage to 
the Spanish main ; or perhaps the bud- 


ding hero indulges in the glory of aj. 


pistol and a homicide. Stealing in a 
small way is found to be common 
among boys. It is not long since the 
detectives arrested a dealer in postage 
stamps who obtained all his sup. 
plies from errand boys; and most of 
the money he paid them, we have no 
doubt, found its way to the purveyors of 
pernicious literature. The superintend- 
ent of the House of Refuge on Ran- 
dall’s Island, who has given a great 
deal of attention to the philosophy of 
juvenile crime, meutioned a curious cir- 
cumstance the other day in conversa- 
tion with one of our reporters. There 
has been of late a most remarkable in- : 
crease in the number of boy tramps. 
Vagrancy seems to have become with 
these lads almost a mania. The absence 
of restraint, the free life in open air, the 
irregular and surreptitious meal, the 
variety of scene and incident, the chance 
of adventure, have irresistible charms 
for them ; and it is. easy enough to trace 
their vitiated taste directly to indulge- 
ence in sensational literature. 


The publications to which we refer 
are not usually so immoral in tone that. 
there can be any attempt made to sup- 
press them by law. The evil can only 
be cured by parental supervision. The 
mere fact that so many of the books 
and papers are bought, proves that pa- 
rents are shamefully remissin not know- 
ing what their children read. We are 
aware that it is the fashion with young 
people in these times to deery any su- 
pervision by their elders as an intoler-

pendence which took full possession of 
the colleges some time ago, has penetra- 


ted to the school-room, and probably |

Sabbath-school Lesson. 


For Sunday, November 84,-1878— 


Our Lord. was pow on his way to ed 
rusalem, to attend his last Passover. He 


had determined to pass through Sama- | 
ria, as he had once before done on his | 


return from Jerusalem (see John iv) ; 
but he had on the present occasion met 
with an unfavorable reception from the 
Samaritans of a certain village, (see 
Luke li: 57) with which, in point of 
time, the present narrative is connected. 
He therefore turned to the left, follow- 
ing along the valiey of Bethshean, un- 
til he reached the Jordan, near the vil: 
lage of Seythopolis, where there was a 
bridge, on which he crossed the river 
into Perea, thence passed down the east 
side to the fords near Bethabara, re- 
crossed the stream, and went up to Je. 
rusalem by the Jericho road. 


(V. 11) Passed through the midst of 
Samaria and Galilee—That is, along 
the border between the two. | 

(V. 12) He entered a certain village 
—Some border village, the name of 
which is not known. Met Aim.ten men 
that were lepers.—Leprosy is a loath- 
some and horrible disease, still common 
in the East. ‘‘A crowd of beggars 
without eyebrows, or hair on their faces 
or heads, the nails of their hands and 
feet, and even a hand or a foot itself, 
gone from some; the nose, the eyes, the 


tongue, the palate, more or less wanting 


in others.” (Rohr, in Geikie.) Instances 
of the disease, though rare, are not un- 
known among us. Lepers may be seen 
in the Sandwich Islands, and among 
the Chinese in San Francisco. A recent 
Kentucky paper reports an entire fam- 
ily, in Adair county, in that state, afflict- 
ed with this horrible disease. “ Their 
hair has come out completely, and the 
scalp has the appearance of polished 
ivory. They have no eyelashes or eye- 
brows, and their skin, which is of a 
scarlet color, peels off in dry flakes of 
the size and appearance of. a fish’s 
scales.” Which stood afar off— As 
they were required to do by the Leviti- 
cal law, and to cry aloud, “ Unclean! 
Unclean!” (Lev. xiii: 46; Num, xii: 
14.) The disease being contagious by 
contact, they were excluded from all 
human society, except their own. 

(V. 13) Lifted up their voices—A 
difficult thing for them to do, for the 
disease affects the teeth, tongue and 
palate. Bengel says that lepers usually 
have a hoarse voice. Jesus, Master, 
have mercy on us.—They call him Mas- 
ter, or teacher, and thus imply their 
wish to be his disciples. They were a 
pitiable spectacle, and excited the com- 
passion of him whose heart was always 
moved at the sight of human woe. Their 
appeal for mercy was a request to be 
cured, 


(V. 14) Go shew yourselves unto the 
priests—According to the requirement 
of the law. (Lev. xiii: 2; xiv: 2.) The 
recognition of the priests, and their cer- 
tificate of the cure, would restore them 
to society and its privileges and bless- 
ings. Our Lord was a faithful observer 
of all the requirements of the Levitical 
law, as long as the Old Testament dis. 
pensation had not yet passed away. 
(Ryle.) As they went, they were cleans- 
ed.— Already, at the sound of that 
potent voice, they felt a stream of po. 
tent life, of recovered energy, of purer 
blood, pulsing through their veins.” 
(Farrar.) 

(V. 15) One of them. — All. were 
doubtless glad, but only one was both 
glad and grateful. Z'urned back.—He 
had not yet been to Jerusalem. When 
he saw that he was healed, he must 
needs turn back to express his gratifica- 
tion. -With a loud voice—Not now 
hoarse and croaking, but loud and clear. 


His voice now rang with thanksgiving 


and praise. He gave the glory to God. 

(V. 16) ell down on his face—An 
act of prostration, the customary mode 
of showing humility and reverence in 
the East. And he was a Samaritan.— 
As Farrar says, ‘‘On the frontiers of 
the two countries had been gathered, 
like froth at the margin of wave and 
sand, the misery of both”; and the 
community of misery had made Samar- 
itan and Jew forget their prejudices and 
their hatred. ‘‘ Affiiction, misfortune 
and persecution drive men together, and 
make them forget points of difference 
which, in times of prosperity and ease, 
are thought very important.” (Royle.) 

(V. 17) Were there not. ten cleansed ? 
but where are the nine ?—More literally, 
‘“ But the nine—where are they?” As 
Benge] says, *‘ They were already heal- 
ed and hastening to the priests, that they 
might be restored to the society of men 
and their.life in the world.” . The nine 
were duing precisely as Jesus had di- 
rected them to.do, Still, as they -had

_ | | “There may have been a reason for the 


Jews not returning—that they held the 
ceremonial duty imposed on them to be 
paramount, which the Samaritan might 
not rate so highly.” ‘The point of the 
contrast, however, is in this—that a Sa- 
maritan, of whom less was expected, 
whose countrymen, perhaps his fellow- 
villagers, had recently denied the rites 
of hospitality to our Lord and bis dis- 
ciples, should evince more gratitude 
than did the Jewish sufferers, who were 
of their own blood and religion. For, 
as Neander has observed, the prominent 
feature in the narrative is the contrast 
between the thankfulness of the Samar. 
itan and the ingratitude of the Jews. 

(V. 18) This stranger.—The word 
in the original. means one of another 
race or nation, a foreigner. ‘* The Sa- 
maritans were Geniiles—not a mixed 
race, a8 is sometimes erroneously sup- 
posed. They had a mixed religion, but 
were themselves originally from other 
countries. (See 2 Kings xvii: 24~41.)” 
( Alford.) 

(V. 19) Arise—He was still pros-. 
trated before Jesus. Go thy way—As 
he had before been directed, to the 
priests—not the Samaritan priest, at 
Gerizim ; but the Jewish priests, at Je- 
rusalem, for examination, and to offer 
the gift commanded by Moses. Z’hy 
faith hath made thee whole—Hath saved 
thee. His faith in Christ was the means, 
and the power of Christ the cause of his 
cure of both physical and spiritual lep- 
rosy For, as Alford says, truly, this 
making whole was “in a higher sense 
than the mere cleansing of his leprosy. 
The making whole of the nine was 
merely the beholding of the brazen ser- 
pent with tha outward eye. He beheld 
with the eye of inward faith. This 
faith saved him—not only healed his 
body, but his soul.”

LET IT DRY. 


Mr. Spurgeon once went to preach in 
a church a little outside of London. The 
day was wet and muddy, and the pants 
of Mr. Spurgeon were plentifully cover- 
ed with dirt. A good deacon in the 
vestry said: ‘‘ Bro. Spurgeon, let me 
get a brush and take off some of that 
mud: you can’t go into the pulpit in 
that state.” ‘‘ Don’t be foolish, Dea- 
con!” said Mr. Spurgeon in bis usual, 
good-humored way, “ don’t you see the 
mud is wet, and if you try to brush it 
off now, you will rub the stain into the 
cloth. Let it dry, and then it will come 
off easy enough, and leave no mark.” 
There is an admirable hint here for ev- 
ery one. When evil spoken against, as 
we may be for the sake of truth, and 
men throw mud at us, don’t be in a 
burry about brushing it off. Too-great 
eagerness in this respect‘is apt to rab 
the stain into the cloth. Let it dry, 
and then, by-and-by, if need be, it can 
be removed by a little effort. If there 
is a little trouble in the church, don’t 
foster it by haste and hurry in doing 
something. Let it alone—let it dry, and 


think now. Time has a wonderful pow- 
er in such matters ; and it is surprising 
how many things in the world would-be 
better arranged, and how many difficul- 
ties easily got over, by judiciously let- 
ting them dry.—[Ex.
